T have the honor to transmit herewith Part T of a special report on religious bodies, in which are prosented
o summary of the rosults and general tables. Part IT will present the statistics and general deseription of
the separate denominations.

The statistics presented in this report have been compiled from material collected by the Bureau of the
Census under the authority of section 7 of the permanent census act. Limited information of this character
was first published in the census report for 1850, and similar information was included in the reports for 1860,
1870, and 1800, so that the present report, representing conditions, as near as may be, at the close of the year
1906, constitutes the fifth collection and publication of these statistics through the agency of the Census.

The essential results of the present inquiry have already been presented in o preliminary bulletin (Census
Bulletin 108) in such form and detail as to meet, in most respects, the wants of the gencral publie.

The complete report embraces not only all the material contained in the preliminary bulletin, but covers
much additional information, including considerable data not comprehended by any of the former census reports
on religious bodies, notably, the statistics of denominational and undenominational Sunday schools; a
compilation of the average annual salaries paid to ministers; a statement of the languages used in theconduct
of church services; and a sketch of the missionary, educational, and philanthropic work of the various denomi-
nations, both at home and abroad.

The statistics for this report were collected partly by correspondence and partly by the employment of
special agents. The work was conducted under the supervision of Mr. William C. ITunt, chiel statistician for
population in this bureau.
